DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 -26 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claims 1,11, 
19, 20, and 26, it appears that the term -between- should be inserted after "interposed" 
for clarity purposes. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-4, 14, 15, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US 6,412,560 (cited by applicant). 

US'560 discloses an apparatus that includes a vibrator apparatus for connection 
to a well tubular 2 member for imparting longitudinal vibrations thereto, said vibrator 
apparatus comprising: a vibrator section 22 including a member adapted to 
be connected to an elongated well tubular member 2 for transferring vibrations thereto; 
and a support section 3, 27 interposed said vibrator section and a wellhead structure for 
supporting said apparatus on said wellhead structure, said support section including 
pressure fluid support and isolation members 28 operably supporting said vibrator 
section. With respect to the depending claims, the reference teaches the limitations as 
claimed, including isolation member pressure fluid piston and cylinder assemblies 28, a 
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flange 27, a support plate 3, a frame 13, the support section having four piston 7b and 
cylinder 7 assemblies, pressure fluid drive motors 24, means for support for rotation 3, 
43, and means 43 for driving tubular member. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 5-13, 16, and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Further, claim 11 is allowable if 
the corrections with respect to paragraph 1 above are made. 

5. Claims 19-26 are allowable if the corrections with respect to paragraph 1 above 
are made.
